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Parking 
fees rise 
for staff 
at hospital 

PARKING charges for staff 
at Russells Hall Hospital in 
Dudley will rise by up to 30 
per cent. But bosses say staff 
could end up shelling out 
less than they already do if 
they sign up to a new pay¬ 
ment scheme. 

Monthly passes at Rus¬ 
sells Hall Hospital in Dudley 
will increase to a maximum 
of £19.50 on July 1, up from 
£15. Workers are being 
offered to take part in a 
“salary sacrifice scheme” 
where the charges are taken 
automatically from their 
wages. 

Hospital chiefs say they 
will pay a maximum of 
£12.27 if they sign up - as 
cash will be saved against 
tax and national insurance. 
But they admit the prices 
have been increased to bring 
in more money. 

More than 1,000 parking 
tickets were handed out to 
patients, staff and visitors at 
Russells Hall in less than a 
year. It followed a clamp- 
down by car park attendants 
after complaints about 
motorists blocking the path 
of ambulances. 

Chief executive of the 
Dudley Group NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust Paula Clark said: 
“The scheme will see an 
increase in the staff car park 
tariff to a maximum of 
£19.50 per month, but a 
reduction in the actual 
amount paid by staff via sav¬ 
ings against tax and national 
insurance.” 

Delays alert 
over repairs 

REPAIR work will start next 
week on a motorway bridge 
near Halesowen which was 
the scene of a fatal lorry 
crash. 

The engineering works 
will be carried out on 
Carters Lane bridge close to 
junction three of the M5 to 
repair damage top the bridge 
caused in the crash. 

Motorists were warned to 
expect delays as the works 
programme begins. 

The roadworks will start 
on Monday between 8pm 
and 6am for a fortnight. 


SPEEDWAY COULD 

RETURN TO TOWN

SPEEDWAY could be coming home to Dudley as plans for 
a new sports stadium bringing thousands of fans to the 
borough have been revealed. Dudley Heathens confirmed 
discussions had been taking place with Gornal Athletic 
Football Club on a ground sharing plan for the stadium. 

Unused land at the foot of Castle Hill in the shadow of the town’s historic zoo and near 
Black Country Living Museum is among the sites being considered. The former Cradley 
Heathens side were forced to stop racing in the area in 1995 when its home, the Dudley 
Wood Stadium, was earmarked for a housing development.

Former Peso 
is cleared of 
sex charges 

A FORMER Peso has been cleared of sexual 
assault - and says she now wants to get back 
to an ordinary life. 

Sylvia Cooper was accused of inappropri¬ 
ately touching colleagues while on duty. The 
45-year-old, of Stourbridge, sobbed with 
relief in the dock at Warwick Crown Court 
after being cleared of all eight charges of 
sexual assault. 

She had told the jury she had been 
“shocked and horrified” when in December 
2010 she learned of the allegations made 
against her by five colleague - two female 
Pesos, two police constables and a male 
Peso. 

On the second day of her trial last week, 
Cooper was cleared of one charge alleging 
she touched a female colleague in an inap¬ 
propriate manner, after the woman said she 
could not remember if contact was made. 

After deliberating for seven hours and 41 
minutes over two days, the jury found her 
not guilty of the remaining eight chargess. 

Cooper, of Sherbourne Road, put her 
hands together as she mouthed “thankyou” 
to the jury through the glass screen of the 
dock, then slumped with her head in her 
hands and began sobbing with relief. 

In a statement after the trial, Cooper said: 
“ The last two years have been a nightmare. ” 


The club reformed three years ago as 
Dudley Heathens and has since raced at 
Wolverhampton’s Monmore Green Sta¬ 
dium in the National League.

Architect drawings are being developed 
as part of an application which has been 
devised behind-the-scenes over the past 
few months. 

Parties 

Another meeting between the parties is 
due to be held next week but Mr Pearson 
reiterated proposals had not yet been 
finalised. 

The plans would be financed by the sale 
of Gornal Athletic’s Garden Walk Stadium 
for redevelopment. 

Gornal Athletic, who play in the West 
Midland (Regional) League Premier Divi¬ 
sion, would own the new stadium, under 
current proposals, with Dudley Heathens 
as tenants. 

But the Heathens would be able to boost 
the coffers through gate receipts with the 
club regularly backed by more than 1,000 
fans at every race meeting and the possi¬ 
bility of live TV coverage. 

Extra income could be generated 
through conferencing and hospitality facil¬ 
ities in a bid to create a regular revenue 
stream. Mr Pearson says they would try to 
emulate the model of Walsall football 
club’s Banks Stadium which hosts a range 
of off-the-pitch events. 


A BAND could soon be travelling to the 
Houses of Parliament for a unique gig 
thanks to a Black Country MP.

Stourbridge MP Margot James put the 
band’s name forward for the honour on May 
30 which is now in its second year.

on guitar and vocals. All are aged 23 and 
from Dudley, Stourbridge and Blackheath. 
Band manager Marc Newey said the 
rock/pop group were excited by the chance 
to play at the event. “It is a really good 
opportunity for them and it was great when 
we heard that Margot had nominated the 
band,” he said. PM David Cameron and Cul¬ 
ture Secretary Jeremy Hunt are among MPs 
who have nominated bands for the event. 


Borough 
to boost 
places at 
schools 

MORE than 160 extra school 
places will be created across 
Dudley and Wolverhampton 
next year to cope with rising 
birth rates. 

The majority of additional 
spaces are being offered in 
Wolverhampton, with 
schools adding a total of 95 
places in September 2013. 

Dudley Council has set 
aside 65 extra places to cope 
with growing demand. It 
comes after education 
bosses at Staffordshire 
County Council said they 
were offering at least 25 
extra spaces next year, with 
the number set to rise. 

Education bosses at 
Sandwell Council are also in 
talks to create extra places 
next September. Walsall has 
no plans. 

Extra places have been 
created due to an increase in 
births and a growing popula¬ 
tion through immigration. 

Across Dudley, seven 
unnamed primary schools 
have been identified to help 
with the growing demand. 

Dave Perrett, assistant 
director of education, play 
and learning, said: “Across 
Dudley 65 additional places, 
at seven primary schools, 
have been provided to help 
with the growing demand 
across the borough.” 

In Wolverhampton, Vil- 
liers Primary, Eastfield Pri¬ 
mary, Bilston Primary, St 
Andrew’s Primary, North- 
wood Park Primary and 
Wilkinson Primary, will all 
be taking on extra pupils. 

Rethink on 
town plans 

THE multi-million-pound 
revamp of Dudley town 
could go back to the drawing 
board to include more 
homes.

Hippodrome support passes 2,000 


CAMPAIGNERS fighting to save 
Dudley Hippodrome from the bull¬ 
dozers have experienced a boost in 
numbers from people willing to join 
the battle. 

More than 2,000 people have now 
signed a petition urging councillors 
to review proposals for the land¬ 
mark. 

The building, which stands in 
Castle Hill, neighbouring Dudley 
Zoo and opposite The Station Hotel, 


could be torn down as part of the 
£10 million masterplan transform¬ 
ing the gateway to the Black Coun¬ 
try town and bring in more tourists. 

Dudley Council is behind the plan 
to increase visitors to the zoo, Black 
Country Living Museum and Dud¬ 
ley Canal Tunnels. 

But campaigners say the Hippo¬ 
drome - which was operated as a 
bingo hall up until three years ago - 
deserves to be made part of the 


plans. Campaign leader Geoff Fitz¬ 
patrick led a second public meeting 
of the action group this week in a 
bid to devise ideas to take the plan 
forward. These include producing a 
fully-costed business plan to show 
how the building could be success¬ 
fully run as an entertainment venue 
and raising funds for the campaign. 

Mr Fitzpatrick says he was 
delighted that more and more peo¬ 
ple had signed the petition and 


hoped this would give more weight 
to their argument with Dudley’s 
new Labour-controlled council. 

“It is great that we have reached 
2,000 signatures and we are still 
going strong because we want to 
ensure we don’t lose momentum,” 
said the former college lecturer. 

“There is a strength of feeling 
with the people we have spoken to 
that there should be something 
done.” 


All systems are go with 
£l8m training centre 


WITH the outside of Dudley College’s new 
£ 18 million vocational training centre pro¬ 
tected from the elements, workers are busy 
behind the scenes. 

The inside of the impressive Dudley Evolve building in 
Tower Street is a hive of activity with classrooms starting 
to take shape and electrical fittings being installed. 

The development, which 
has been covered in a water¬ 
proof wrapping, is being con¬ 
structed on the site of the 
former fire station. 

As a homage to its past, 
the old frontage has been 
incorporated into the mod¬ 
ern design. 

The old fire engine doors 
have been replaced with 
windows made to look like 
doors and will be painted 
red. 

Work is continuing in the 
fitness suite and sports hall 
where a huge skylight will 
be fitted. 

Basketball 

It is being built to Sport 
England county standard 
and will offer badminton, 
netball and basketball 
courts as well as indoor foot¬ 
ball pitches. 

Students, staff and visi¬ 
tors will enter the building 
on level two and will make 
their way into the atrium, 
which spans four storeys 
and will house the student 
learning centre. 

It has a glazed wall look¬ 
ing out onto Coronation 
Gardens. 

The college’s director of 
estates and capital projects, 
Steve Johnson, said: “This 
will be the heart of the 
building. Students will come 
through the front door, turn 
left and will walk into this 
light and airy atrium. 

Also on the same floor 
work to fit out the hair and 
beauty salon, which will be 
open to the public, is contin¬ 
uing. It will have 21 hair¬ 
dressing stations and six 
beauty treatment rooms. 

The building is expected 
to be handed over to the col¬ 
lege on August 31. 


Specialised 
health dept 
being given 
£lm revamp 

A SPECIALIST department 
at Dudley’s main hospital is 
being given a £lmillion 
revamp to help improve 
patient care. 

New machines for cleaning 
equipment are being 
installed in the gastroen¬ 
terology unit to ensure doc¬ 
tors have “an almost instant” 
supply of clean instruments. 

The Dudley Group NHS 
Foundation Trust, which 
runs the hospital along with 
The Guest Hospital in Dud¬ 
ley and the Corbett in Stour¬ 
bridge, has invested 
£1,083,754 in the upgrade. 

The new machines replace 
a six-year-old unit currently 
used for cleaning. 

Chief executive Paula 
Clark said: “The new 
machines use advanced tech¬ 
nology to clean and disinfect 
endoscopes used to investi¬ 
gate the small and large 
intestines, take biopsies and 
treat some digestive disor¬ 
ders. 

“Advanced technology 
speeds up the cleaning 
process, providing doctors 
with an almost instant sup¬ 
ply of decontaminated 
instruments. 

“The new facility ensures 
the Trust remains fully 
accredited in terms of qual¬ 
ity” 



Road ban 
mother is 
caught 
driving 

A HEAVILY pregnant 
mother was caught driving 
while disqualified twice in 
just four weeks. 

Ruth Trevis, aged 29, of 
Grosvenor Way, Brierley Hill 
was already banned from 
the roads after a drink drive 
incident in which she hit 
four cars. 

Judge Helen Hughes, sit¬ 
ting at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court last week, 
ruled she was able to spare 
Trevis time behind bars 
because she did not want 
her to have her second child 
in prison. 

But she added: “You sim¬ 
ply cannot go on offending 
and next time you will not 
be so lucky.” 

Trevis admitted two 
charges of driving while dis¬ 
qualified and without insur¬ 
ance on March 7 and April 1 
and she was placed on super¬ 
vision for two years. 

Miss Samantha Powis 
defending said Trevis who 
works for Npower was hav¬ 
ing a particularly difficult 
pregnancy and she had 
taken the car because it was 
much more comfortable 
than walking. “She took a 
risk.” 

The judge also imposed a 
curfew between 8pm and 
6am until the end of July. 

Robbers in 
street attack 

A MAN and wife were both 
atttacked during a robbery 
at a bus stop in Dudley. 

The victims, a 47-year-old 
man and his 48-year-old 
wife, were attacked by three 
men in Stourbridge Road, 
near to Queen’s Cross. 

One of the robbers tried to 
remove the man’s silver 
bangle from his wrist, but 
when the victim resisted he 
was punched. 

The female victim threw 
herself between the two 
men, but the three attackers 
continued throwing 

punches.

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Moggies 
die from 
poisoning 

AT LEAST 11 cats have died 
in agony after a spate of 
mystery poisonings. 

Six of the cats lived within 
20 yards of each other in 
Kidderminster and died 
within a two day period. 

Distraught families have 
reported the deaths to the 
police and the RSPCA. Offi¬ 
cers are now appealing for 
information. 

Four cats belonging to one 
family in Pat Davis Court 
have died, as well as one just 
across the road and a sixth 
round the corner in York 
Street - all poisoned within 
two days of each other. 

A cat owner in Stretton 
Road also reported their cat 
had been poisoned, as well as 
four others that had died on 
April 23 in similar circum¬ 
stances in that area. 

Michelle Davis, aged 32, a 
mother-of-five of Pat Davis 
Court, said: “My 12-year-old 
son Levi’s tabby tom 
Garfield took ill first and 
was having fits and then 
Humbug, our black-and- 
white female started being 
sick, followed by Tuna, 
another tabby tom, and his 
brother, Tizer. 

“All had renal failure and 
the vets said it was a sign 
they had been poisoned. 

“We’re heartbroken and 
don’t know how this has 
happened.” 

Drug plants 
near school 

POLICE swooped on an 
address opposite a primary 
school in Dudley - and seized 
24 cannabis plants. 

Neighbours had raised 
their fears drugs were being 
produced just over the road 
from the school.

Olympic torch to blaze a 
trail across the borough 


DUDLEY: JUNE 30, ARRIVAL TIME - 4.20pm 



The Olympic flame will be travelling on a narrowboat through the borough 


WHETHER travelling by land, water 
or rail, the Olympic Torch is sure of 
a bostin’ Black Country welcome on 
its arrival in Dudley. 

Visitors will be able to see the torchbearers 
from several vantage points as they pound 
through the streets on June 30. 

The flame will travel at a sedate pace on a 
narrowboat from the Dudley Canal Trust, off 
Birmingham New Road through to the Black 
Country Living Museum, where it will make 
part of its journey on a tram. 

Organisers hope to create a carnival atmos¬ 
phere in Dudley when the flame comes to town. 

Torchbearers have won the opportunity to 
carry the Olympic flame through Dudley. Many 
were nominated for their work in the commu¬ 
nity or for charity. The torchbearers include 
Dudley people. 

The torch will arrive at the north of the 
borough in Coseley at around 4.20pm. 

Torchbearers will have already taken the 
flame through Wolverhampton before jogging 
down Birmingham New Road into Dudley. 

Handover 

The official handover will take place on 
Birmingham New Road at its junction with 
Shaw Road before it heads into Dudley 
borough. Pupils and staff from The Coseley 
School and Specialist Sports College are 
expected to gather to cheer the torch on its way. 

As the torchbearers continue down Birming¬ 
ham New Road they will pass Coseley’s Silver 
Jubilee Park. 

The torch will then continue down Birming¬ 
ham New Road, past the former Bean Indus¬ 
tries site on the left hand side of the road. The 
route then sweeps down past the North Priory 
estate and on towards the entrance to the 
Dudley Canal Trust. 

The venue is the first focal point for the relay 
through Dudley as the flame takes a unique 
journey on a narrowboat through the tunnels, 
lighting the dim, watery passageways, many of 
which date back to the 18th century. 


Expert canal navigators will then guide the nar¬ 
rowboat to moor at the trust’s link with the Black 
Country Living Museum. The spectacle will be 
watched by 1,000 lucky people who have won free 
tickets from a draw held by the museum. 

Visitors are invited to enter into the spirit of the 
day and dress in early 1900s costume. 

Torchbearers continue through the museum 
taking in sights such as the Bottle and Glass Inn. 
The flame will then hop on board a traditional tram 
for the final part of its journey through the 
museum. Museum director Andrew Lovett said: “I 


feel so proud to welcome the Olympic Torch to 
Black Country Living Museum.” 

Visitors will then bid a fond farewell to the flame 
as it exits out on to the Tipton Road. 

People will line the street as the torch passes the 
site for the new £6 million Dudley Archives and up 
towards the Castlegate island at the foot of Castle 
Hill. 

It will then round the corner in the shadow of 
Dudley Castle and down Birmingham Road past 
the Castlegate retail park towards Burnt Tree. 

And that is where the flame will leave Dudley. 


Cancer 
mother 
taunted 
by yobs 

A MOTHER battling cancer 
was reduced to tears by a 
gang of teenage yobs who 
mocked her bald head when 
she went out for the first 
time after undergoing 
chemotherapy. 

Kim Palmer-Young had 
gone to the Tesco Express, in 
Kidderminster, when four 
teenagers pointed at and 
taunted her.

“They were lovely days - there was more 
companionship and I used to ride into the 
countryside to places like Ludlow, Bridg¬ 
north and Worcester. 

“I used to ride my bike to the old Stour¬ 
bridge bus station ready for the first bus at 
5.10am, work until 1pm and then come back 
at 4.30pm for another four hours. 

“I wanted the overtime because I had 
such a big family and I turned down a job as 
an inspector because I was earning more 
money than they did.” 

He also described the new interchange as 
“lovely”. 

The opening ceremony had a poignant 
tinge because Councillor Angus Adams, 
who was chairman of Centro and a driving 
force behind the building of the new station, 
died suddenly aged 67 in April. 

Miss Greening said: “It’s a fantastic new 
bus station for Stourbridge. It’s wonderful 
to see just how many people have come 
together to work to make this thing happen 
and I would also like to pay tribute to Angus 
Adams for the work he did. 

“I know that he really pushed this 
forward and I am sure that in many ways 
this would be a fitting tribute to him.”

HALESOWEN College’s funding 
has been slashed by around £1 
million and Kidderminster 
College’s by £440,000, but jobs 
are unlikely to be axed as a result. 

Meanwhile, Stafford College does face job 
losses after its Government funding was cut 
by £2.5 million but Stourbridge College has 
won an extra £900,000 after a student 
recruitment 

The mixed picture continues at Dudley 
College, where principal Lowell Williams 
says funding is “broadly the same” as last 
year. 

Keith Bate, principal of Halesowen 
College, said: “We’ve had a reduction of 
funding in the region of £1 million for next 
year but we had planned for that. 

“We delivered an operating surplus last 
year of £2.6 million so this is manageable.” 

Andy Dobson, principal at Kidderminster 
College, said: “We have a cut of £440,000 in 
funding for the coming year but that is not 
as significant as at some colleges and we will 
manage our finances. 

“We don’t anticipate any redundancies, 
although money will be tight and we may 
choose not to sub-contract certain items and 
there may be a reduction in part-time staff 
we take on.”

We did really well last year and 
recruited 130 more full-time students aged 
16 to 18 than the year previously, which 
means our funding from September 
increases in this area by about £900,000.

Town is set 
for carnival 

PREPARATIONS are gath¬ 
ering pace for a carnival that 
is expected to attract thou- 
sandsto a Midland town. 

Bewdley Carnival will be 
on June 16 starting at 1pm 
with the traditional proces¬ 
sion starting in Hales Park, 
Cleobury Road, before 
making its way through the 
centre of the town ending at 
the carnival field in Stour- 
port Road. 

The parade will be led by 
carnival princesses Lauren 
Watkiss, 11, Libby Hawk- 
swell, 8, Kayla Botfield, 9, 
and Daisy Hughes, 5. Enter¬ 
tainment will put on with 
the main event being a fire 
stunt spectacular. 


Details are drawn up 


DETAILED designs are being 
drawn up for a £20 million 
retail development, creating 
up to 500 jobs, on the site of 
an outdated office block in 
Dudley. 

Residents were able to give their 
views on the scheme for Falcon House 
in The Minories at a consultation 
event. 

Now their responses are being used 
for a planning application which is due 
to be submitted in the summer. 

If approved, work on the scheme, 
which is one of two proposed super¬ 
markets in the town centre, will get 
under way in 2014. 

Plans for a supermarket on the site 


of Cavendish House in Trindle Road 
have already been lodged with council 
chiefs 

Falcon House is in the New Mill Gate 
area of the town, which Dudley Council 
has said it is keen to see redeveloped. It 
is currently only used as offices by the 
council, which has a short-term lease. 

Under the plans the building, which 
dates back to the 1960s, would be 
knocked down by owner Commercial 
Estates Group. A retail development is 
expected to be anchored by a foodstore. 

The proposals were praised by shop¬ 
pers during the consultation event 
held in March. Around 300 people 
viewed the plans, which went on public 
display for two days. 

Spokeswoman for Commercial 
Estates Group Rebekah Paczek said: 


“We’re going through consultation 
responses and finalising details of the 
scheme.” 

Developers say the revamp will help 
to bring more people into the town 
centre and boost other regeneration 
projects. 

Meanwhile a planning application 
for the Cavendish House scheme was 
lodged with council chiefs. 

The office block, which has been 
empty for four years, will be demol¬ 
ished and a supermarket, creating 300 
jobs, will be built in its place. 

Residents have been calling for van¬ 
dalised Cavendish House to be 
knocked down for some time, labelling 
it an “eyesore”. Many of the windows 
are boarded up or broken. 


Bishop adds his voice 
to campaign over VAT 


THE BISHOP of Worcester is joining a 
crusade to press the Government to 
reconsider its budget proposals to impose 
20 per cent VAT on alterations to listed 
churches. 

Of the Grade 1 listed buildings in 
England, 45 per cent are Church of 
England buildings, and most are 
medieval, making their maintenance, 
repair and alteration very expensive. 

Although churches receive grants from 
English Heritage and the Heritage 
Lottery, much of the repairs rely on the 
voluntary giving by parishioners. 

Dr John Inge, Bishop of Worcester, 
said: “Serious consequences to listed 
places of worship in the proposed VAT 


changes seem not to have been foreseen 
by the Government. 

“I am quite sure the imposition of 20 
per cent VAT will have a detrimental 
impact on this work across the Diocese of 
Worcester.” 

He added that Castlemorton Church, 
near Malvern, faced having to find 
another £9,000 or £10,000 for the VAT in 
order to install toilets and a kitchenette 
in the rural building. 

Bishops are asking for VAT on alter¬ 
ations to listed places of worship to 
remain zero-rated and are urging people 
to sign the Church of England’s petition 
at http:// epetitions.direct.gov. uk/ peti¬ 
tions/32229.

Pioneer North was star 
in the world of aviation 


JOHN Dudley North was one 
of the great pioneers of 
British aviation. 

Not so well known as those who gave 
their names to famous aircraft compa¬ 
nies like Geoffrey De Havilland, Fred¬ 
erick Handley Page and Richard 
Fairey, nevertheless he wielded as 
much influence over one particular 
company as any of them, the local air¬ 
craft builder, Boulton Paul Aircraft. 

North began an apprenticeship in 
marine engineering, but in 1911 joined 
the infant aircraft maker, The Aero¬ 
nautical Syndicate at Hendon. 

When that folded he moved next 
door to Grahame White Aviation, and 
soon became chief engineer. One of the 
aircraft he designed there was the first 
British aircraft to loop the loop, and his 
Type 10 Charabanc set a World Record 
in 1913, by lifting 10 people aloft on the 
power of its 120 hp engine. 

In 1915, aged just 22, he came to the 
Midlands, helping set up aircraft pro¬ 
duction lines at Austin Motors and 
starting up its design office. 

Like Austins, Boulton & Paul, a 
Norwich joinery company, was brought 
into aircraft manufacturing with Gov¬ 



ernment orders. It soon decided to 
start their own design office, and 
recruited North as chief engineer. 

For more than 50 years he was to be 
its dominate influence, retiring as 
chairman. He pioneered the use of 
metal in aircraft structures, which led 
to Boulton & Paul being trusted with 
the design and construction of the 
largest aircraft ever made in this 
country, the R.101 Airship. 

As aircraft speeds increased he led 
the way in producing fully enclosed 
power operated gun turrets for his 
Overstrand bomber. 

He bought the rights to a French 
electro-hydraulic turret which would 
arm the famous Defiant fighter and 
form the basis for the aviation work on 
which the company thrives to this day. 

In 1934 the aircraft department of 
Boulton & Paul was sold off, and 
became Boulton Paul Aircraft Ltd. A 
factory was built on a green-field site at 


Pendeford, and 600 Norfolk workers 
moved to Wolverhampton. 

It built nearly 2,000 aircraft at Pen¬ 
deford, and more than 20,000 Boulton 
Paul gun turrets armed Allied aircraft 
during the Second World War. 

The electro-hydraulic technology of 
the turrets was applied to the design of 
power control units which were 
increasingly used in jet aircraft, and 
the company was at the forefront in 
designing electronic fly-by-wire con¬ 
trols, as used in Concorde and modern 
combat aircraft and airliners. 

He oversaw the merger of ‘his’ 
company with that of his great friend 
George Dowty. The firm which, after a 
series of take-overs, became Moog 
Aerospace. 

North was a self taught man with a 
brilliant mind, who absorbed scientific 
knowledge and was able to apply it to 
practical engineering solutions. 

He loved cricket and alpines and cul¬ 
tivated a fine alpine garden at his 
Bridgnorth home. 

North died in 1968; he been awarded 
a CBE, but it is difficult to understand 
why he never received the knighthood 
he deserved, for honing the cutting 
edge of British aviation for 55 years.

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Killer punch baiter fails 
in appeal over sentence 


A BARBER who killed a father 
with a single punch as his fiancee 
and young daughter looked on 
outside a Dudley off-licence has 
lost an appeal against his sen¬ 
tence. 

Marcus Hutton suffered a blow to the 
head when he was hit by Delroy Hines in a 
fracas in Priory Road on July 9. Mr Hutton, 
of Priory Road, died in hospital after being 
placed on a life support machine. 

Father-of-four Hines, aged 36, pleaded 
guilty at Wolverhampton Crown Court to 
the manslaughter of 30-year-old Mr Hutton. 

He was jailed for five years by Judge John 
Warner at Wolverhampton Crown Court in 
December. 

Hines of Upper Gornal and who had an 
“appalling” criminal record of “using vio¬ 
lence to solve a problem” - had left the scene 
then returned a few minutes later to pick up 
his hat before leaving again, the Court of 
Appeal in London heard. 

Mr Hutton was walking to his home in 
Dudley with his partner and nine-year-old 
daughter - and took exception to Hines 
looking at his partner’s bottom, judges were 
told. Lawyers representing Hines, of Upper 
Gornal, last week unsuccessfully attempted 
to persuade three appeal judges the sen¬ 
tence was too long. 

Judge Goldstone accepted Hines had 
shown “genuine remorse” but added: “He 
has, simply but unfortunately, an unhappy 
tendency to use violence as a way of solving 
a problem.”

Gaffe cripples composer 


A CRITICALLY-acclaimed 
international composer was 
left wheelchair bound after a 
Dudley hospital failed to diag¬ 
nose his fractured spine. 

Andrew Downes was admitted to 
Russells Hall Hospital, Dudley, after 
falling over at home in October 2009. 

The 61-year-old has composed 
music for orchestras across the world, 
TV and radio. 

He was admitted to hospital com¬ 
plaining of severe back pain and was 
given morphine. 

But the hospital diagnosed a urine 
infection and failed to send him for an 
X-ray which would have shown his 
fractured spine. 


As a result of the delay he lost all 
feeling in both legs after developing a 
complete spinal cord injury, lawyers 
from Irwin Mitchell, representing Mr 
Downes, said. 

He was then taken for scans which 
confirmed the fractures to his spine. 

Failing 

Mr Downes, from Hagley, near 
Stourbridge, said: “To be walking 
around one day, and then unable to 
move little more than 24 hours later 
was beyond belief.” 

The hospital trust has accepted 
responsibility for failing to diagnose 
his injury and an undisclosed finan¬ 
cial settlement has been made. 

He went back to work just 10 
months after the fall but said he is 


devastated he cannot run around 
with his three young grandchildren. 

The father-of-two will require a 
lifetime of care and help to live as 
independently as possible. 

He had suffered from back pain and 
a fused spine for many years. 

Paula Clark, chief executive of The 
Dudley Group NHS Foundation 
Trust, admitted there were “lessons 
to be learned”. 

She said: “We would like to offer 
our sincere apologies to Mr Andrew 
Downes for failing to diagnose his 
injury. 

“The care we provided fell below 
the standard he should have 
expected.”

A CONSTRUCTION firm has been 
given the go-ahead to move its 
base to Stourbridge despite 
objections from neighbours. 

Kendrick Construction Group will relo¬ 
cate from Walsall to new headquarters in 
Hagley Road. 

The move to the former Westhill Clinic 
site was welcomed last week by Dudley 
Council planning chiefs who approved the 
application. Householders had objected - 
fearing the development would create noise 
and disturbance and claiming it is too close 
to existing properties in the area. 

But development control committee 
chairman Councillor Colin Wilson said: “In 
my opinion this is a high quality design that 
fits in well with the surroundings. 

“If this is anything to go by, I welcome 
Kendrick to Stourbridge - it is the town’s 
gain and Walsall’s loss.” 

Resident Nigel Joyce, speaking on behalf 
of 12 objectors, called the plans “unaccept¬ 
able” and told the meeting: “This develop¬ 
ment pays little regard to adjacent 
residents. There could be noise and early 
morning starts in what is a quiet residential 
area.” 

He added people in Westhill Court were 
concerned their properties would be over¬ 
looked. 

Bosses from the firm said around 38 staff 
would be transferred to the site full-time 
overseeing other employees.

Personal data given to 
waste firm by mistake 


PERSONAL details of neighbours 
who complained to the Environ¬ 
ment Agency about a 40ft rubbish 
pile near their homes were mis¬ 
takenly sent to the refuse firm 
ahead of a court case. 

Names, addresses and telephone numbers 
were not removed from documents handed 
to Refuse Derived Fuel Ltd and its directors 
as required. Around 22 people who com¬ 
plained to the agency about the firm, based 
in Moor Street, Brierley Hill, have been 
affected by the incident. 

Environment Agency officials said they 
had called each individual personally to 
apologise for the breach. 

Brierley Hill councillor Rachel Harris 
said people would be “concerned” to hear of 
the incident. “I think that it is very regret¬ 
table and I do not want it to put people off 
coming forward to complain in the future,” 
she added. 

“The Environment Agency have declared 
a breach of the Data Protection Act.” 

RDF Ltd shreds and dries solid waste, 
turning the household rubbish and indus¬ 
trial refuse into fuel. 

Environment Agency spokeswoman 
Jessica Campbell, said as part of the court 
process they served evidence to the firm. 
“Personal details of complainants should 
have been removed from the evidence before 
it was released, but unfortunately this did 
not happen,” she said. 

Solicitors acting for the agency had 
brought High Court proceedings against 
Refuse Derived Fuel Ltd, also known as 
RDF Ltd.

Cat looting set to stay ahead of the field 


EXECUTIVE express is a phrase 
often used to describe a fast, 
luxury saloon used to waft busi¬ 
nessmen, celebrities and royalty 
from meeting to meeting. 

Jaguar has always been there with the 
top of the range German marques, but its 
latest version of the multi-award winning 
XJ saloon is out to beat the best in this 
exclusive class. 

The ultimate XJ has a top speed of 
174mph and a 0 to 60mph sprint time of a 
fraction over four and a half seconds. And it 
does it in style without any sacrifice in 
terms of comfort or luxury for its inevitably 
well-heeled owners. 

The fastest Jaguar saloon in history 
comes in at a cool £94,000, but for that you 
get a car which is distinctively styled, 
standing apart from its stablemates, and 
can match or better the likes of the BMW 
740, the Mercedes-Benz S-Class and the 
Bentley Continental. All, by the way, which 
have an extra four cylinders and greater 
cubic capacity than the Midlands-built 
machine - and they use more fuel, too. 



The Jag’s power plant is the same 5.0- 
litre V8 with 510bhp as the company’s 
quickest two-seater, the XKR-S, thanks to 
the extra boost of a supercharger. 

Jaguar’s secret is the XJ’s lightweight 
aluminium construction, which is not only 
the key to its rapid acceleration but also its 
sports car-like agility and braking (plus 
saving you a bit in tyre wear, too). 

Nervous 

In conditions wet enough to make me 
nervous on the motorway trip to Jaguar’s 
Warwickshire test track, the XJ performed 
superbly - reaching 168mph on the straight 
and braking so rapidly I almost slide 
forward under the seat belt. 

I was in the executive armchairs in the 
rear, with a professional test driver in 
front. From this perspective the car is very 
little different in terms of quiet, comfort¬ 
able progress until the driver pressed the 
“sport” button (sharpening up throttle 
response and reconfiguring the six-speed 


automatic) gearbox, and the “dynamic” 
button which stiffens up the suspension. 

The push-you-back-in-the-seat accelera¬ 
tion is impressive, and even after the 
60mph mark comes up in 4.7 seconds there 
is little let up, the digits continuing to climb 
rapidly until well past 140mph. 

Access to the test track’s straight comes 
via a 180-degree right hander, taken at 
about 70mph. While I could do little to 
prevent the building g-forces from pushing 
my upper body to one side, the car clung to 
its line as if it was on rails, with no hint of 
under or oversteer. 

It was equally stable under what equated 
to emergency braking at the end of the 
straight. 

The ultimate XJ varies 
little from the standard 
luxury saloon, but 
visible differences 
include a small “lip” 
spoiler at the rear, an 
aerodynamic splitter 
at the front and new, 

20-in alloys wheels. 

Behind them are the 


larger brake discs, with exclusive red cal¬ 
lipers. 

This is the “sport” pack available as an 
option on other XJ models. Only the super¬ 
charged 5.0-litre car comes with the option 
of the “speed” pack, which essentially 
means Jaguar has tweaked the standard 
electronic speed limiter (set at 153mph on 
other versions) and added new soft grain 
leather sports seats and upgraded interior 
trim. 

The XJ “ speed” also has a dis- _ 

tinctive black mesh 
grille and some of 
its instru¬ 


ments had to be recalibrated, such as the 
tyre pressure monitoring system to take 
account of the heat generated by high speed 
driving. 

It’s a heady mixture: a car which more 
than holds its own in the world of sophisti¬ 
cated, luxury saloons yet outperforms 
many rivals classed as sports cars. It’s a 
class-leading car which has already given 
Britain’s export trade a boost, and shown 
that Jaguar is not afraid to take on its com¬ 
petitors head-on.

True icon 
of British 
motoring 



IT’S NOT every day that you can get up close 
and personal with the world’s oldest Range 
Rover, a pre-production Prototype 100/6, 
named for its lOOin wheelbase and order of 
build, that represents the genesis of an icon 
spanning decades. 

Having had little but a mid-1990s tidy-up since crossing 
the Sahara Desert twice 40 years ago, it’s looking and 
feeling a little tired these days, but it was still seen for sale 
at the start of the year for just under £78,000. You can get a 
new one for less than that. 

Some of the special guests invited to an event by Land 
Rover had history with the car, such as Mike Foster who 
hadn’t seen 100/6 since he said goodbye to it in 1969. 

Foster was Sahara Desert operations manager for adven¬ 
ture expedition company Minitrek Expeditions, and is a 
veteran of 40 Sahara missions having led 36 of them 
himself. 

Back in 1969 he was tasked with a hush-hush assignment 
by British Leyland and Rover to desert-test two of its 
newest (and apparently top secret) vehicles, accompanied 
by a team from Rover itself. 

It was disguised with the name “VELAR” to try to throw 
journalists off the scent of what it was really going to be, but 
nonetheless the Japanese were there and watching when 
Prototype 100/6 and its slightly older brother Prototype 
100/5 arrived in North Africa. 

Number 100/5 was later deliberately destroyed as part of 
crash-testing at Rover’s facilities in the Midlands, leaving 
this one as the oldest survivor. 

Foster told me more about the prototypes’ early days. 

“The two Range Rovers were flown from Southend to 
Algiers where the planes refuelled and then down to El 
Golea; down into the Sahara Desert in Algeria,” he begins. 

“We set off in secrecy and bombed down into Tamanras- 
set and the central Sahara, and then down into Niger; a 
3,500-mile expedition which gave them a really good desert 
testing.’’Naturally, we’re talking about the late 1960s and a 
British Leyland company so it wasn’t all smooth sailing. 

Snags 

“A few snags occurred,” says Foster, “but not many. When 
we went over large bumps the rear hatchback would fly 
open. Nothing major.” 

“The first real problem was when we were about halfway 
around the 3,500-mile expedition. 

“This red one here was in softish sand and our driver, the 
head of the Rover team, pulled away in two-wheel-drive and 
the rear axle support plate came half adrift. 

“We were about 100 miles into the desert with about 300 
to go until our next stopover,” he adds. 

“There was a Touareg guide with me who knew a smooth 
route ahead and we decided to go on. 

“When we got to Dirkou there happened to be a French 
officer on secondment to the Niger army who was a welder. 

“He welded both Range Rovers’ rear axle support plates - 
he just took the axles off and welded them. That was prob¬ 
ably the most noticeable problem we encountered,” says 
Foster. 

Prototype 100/6 is an almost living reminder of a time 
when adventure was real adventure. Long before satnav, 
GPS technology or satellite phones, this humble, untested 
red box made it across the Sahara and back. 

The fact that the production Range Rover’s basic shape 
stayed the same until 1995, within living memory for most 
of us, means that the history attached to 100/6 feels much 
more tangible than that of, say, a perfectly preserved Ford 
Model T. It’s a special reminder that Britain - although it’s 
sometimes held together with impromptu welding and lots 
of gaffer tape - has always punched above its weight in the 
world. 

If the ultimately rubbish British Leyland-owned Rover 
could build Prototype 100/6, I’m not surprised at all that 
today’s slick, efficient Land Rover is building such all-con¬ 
quering off-roaders. It’s one British motoring institution

The father-of-two, from Hasbury, Hale¬ 
sowen, began at Albion the age of 15.

He began scrubbing boots 
and washing muddy T-shirts before working 
his way up to become kit manager. 

More than 360 people attended Matthews’

SO it’s farewell to Albion’s finest 
season of football in the Premier 
League era. 

The Hawthorns revelled in an afternoon 
of pride and goodwill as Baggies fans closed 
the book on the best campaign in their 
Premier League history, writes Steve 
Madeley. 

And even a defeat to Arsenal that owed 
much to calamity keeper Marton Fulop 
could not dampen the mood of celebration at 
the end of a season to treasure. 

It was the best campaign statistically as 
Hodgson’s men ended in a club record 10th 
position. And it was the best year in terms of 
abiding memories as Hodgson established 
the club as a stable Premier League pres¬ 
ence before finally taking his leave to 
answer a higher calling. 

Had Fulop not marked his only league 
appearance for the Baggies with the most 
hapless goalkeeping display the ground had 
witnessed in many a year, Hodgson might 
have claimed one more famous win to add to 
his impressive collection. 

Rousing 

But after the final whistle on Sunday 
brought the curtain down on his unforget¬ 
table spell in charge, he and his adoring 
public still had famous wins over Wolves, 
Villa, Liverpool Chelsea and countless other 
opponents to warm their spirits. 

And while the final result was not what 
they wanted, they did at least have one more 
rousing performance to savour from their 
team. 

The occasion couldn’t match the drama of 
Albion’s most famous Premier League 
finale. Instead they enjoyed a day of reflec¬ 
tion and revelry that was dampened only 
slightly by the comical performance of 
stand-in keeper Fulop. 

Having stepped in for an injured Ben 
Foster, it took just three-and-a-half minutes 
for the Hungarian to make an impact for the 


wrong reasons. A challenge 25 yards out saw 
the ball break towards the keeper but, 
anxious not to handle the ball outside his 
box, he misjudged his attempt to gather just 
inside and allowed Yossi Benayoun to steal it 
and roll a shot into an unguarded net. 

That sent the Gunners fans into raptures 
but they were silenced just seven minutes 
later as Albion got the benefit of a con¬ 
tentious offside call to draw level. 

James Morrison was allowed to skip too 
easily through the visitors’ midfield and his 
pass found Shane Long. He paused briefly 
awaiting a flag, but then resumed his 
advance away from Laurent Koscielny and 
found the bottom corner of Wojciech 
Szczesny’s net. 

Things got better for the Baggies just four 
minutes later when Arsenal again failed to 
get close to Morrison in the heart of midfield 
and Dorrans provided an exquisite goal. 


But Arsenal regained their composure 
impressively after that and might have 
drawn level when Benayoun volleyed high 
and wide at the far post. 

And parity was restored on the half-hour 
when Fulop had another moment to forget. 

The initial mistake was from Youssouf 
Mulumbu, who was robbed by Alex Song 30 
yards from goal. He found Andre Santos, 
whose powerful low shot bent late but still 
crept in disappointingly for Albion at 
Fulop’s near post. 

It took another huge helping hand from 
Fulop for Arsene Wenger’s side to regain the 
lead. 

The shell-shocked keeper fluffed a two- 
fisted punch from a van Persie corner and 
Koscielny bundled home the loose ball. 

The hosts might have levelled moments 
later when one of a series of corners from 
Dorrans found the head of Jonas Olsson, 


whose goal-bound effort was cleared off the 
line by Robin van Persie. And they threat¬ 
ened again when substitute Keith Andrews 
unleashed a 20-yard shot that Szczesny did 
well to push away. 

It was a spirited effort from the Baggies 
that showed how badly they wanted to give 
their departing gaffer a fitting send-off. 

And it left a nervous Wenger and his retir¬ 
ing No.2 Pat Rice pacing the touchline anx¬ 
iously as their side chased down third place 
and a guaranteed spot in next season’s 
Champions League. 

The announcement of five added minutes 
did little to improve their mood. 

Neither did a chance for Albion’s Billy 
Jones in stoppage time, with the full-back 
denied by a fine challenge by Kieran Gibbs. 

Albion could not find another equaliser, 
but the final result did little to dampen the 
spirits on a day of pride and celebration.
